ARREST ORL AURA BIGGAR 


WARRANT ISSUED FOR ACTRESS 
CONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Woman, Whe Claims to Be the Wife of 
the Late Henry M. Bennett, the Pitts- 


burg Millionatre, Accused of Plot- ‘ 


ting with Her Physician and a Jus- 
tiee of the Peace to Divert to Her 
Own Use an Estate Worth More than 


Long Branch, N. J., Sept. 26.—[Special.}— 


If Laura Biggar, the former actress, can be 
found tomorrow she will be arrested, charged 
with a conspiracy to divert the estate of the 
late Henry M. Bennett to herself. It is val- 
ued at more than $2,000,000. A watrant for 
her arrest was issued this afternoon on the 


application of Peter J. McNulty, who was | 


private secretary to the Pittsburg millionaire 
and is a beneficiary under the will. 

At the same time McNulty swore out war- 
rants for Dr. C. C. Hendrick of Bayonne, who 
has been both physician and lawyer for Miss 
Biggar, and for former Justice of the Peace 
Samuel Stanton, who recently made oath that 
he married Mr. Bennett and Miss Biggar on 
Jan. 2, 1898. Both men were arrested today 
and each released on $5,000 bonds. 


Details of Alleged Conspiracy. 

Lawyers opposed to Miss Biggar’s inter- 
ests told the court that eases would be 
produced to show that Miss iggar ang Ben- 
nett never were married; that théy were 
not in Hoboken or gear that city on the day 
on which the ceremony ig alleged to have 
been performed; thet. the justice who swore 
he “married them did not live then in the 
house where he said the ceremony took place: 
that the marriage certificate was a frand; 
that an attempt to change the records of 
Hoboken had been made; that Miss Biggar 
never gave birth to a child; and that it was 
all a fraudulent plot to steal the entire es- 
tate. 


After Whole Estate. 

Miss Biggar, Dr. Hendrick, and Justice of 
the Peace Stanton are accused of entering 
into a plot to secure to Miss Biggar the 
whole of Bennett's estate by seeking to es- 
tablish formal union between Bennett and 
Miss Biggar and the birth of a posthumous 
child, which, under ‘the laws of the state 
where Bennett's property is, would invali- 
date the will, giving the whole fortune to 
the child and its mother, and, by the death 
of the supposititious child, fifteen days after 
birth, convey the whole to Miss Biggar. 

Today's events followed the withdrawal by 
Miss Biggar of the action she had brought 
to set aside the probate of the Bennett will. 
As the matter stands tonight Miss Biggar 
takes a sum estimated at $350,000 ae her 
share of the estate. But the other heirs 
mean to contest the payment of a single 
penny to her. : 

There is a provision of Bennett's will that 
any person attempting to dispute the probate 
of the dooument shall thereby lose any in- 
heritance under the testament. If this alauge 
be not held te disinherit Miss Biggar, the 
lewyers will contest her claim on the ground 
to publie policy that she 
share iff An estate which she, as they 
allege, conspired to gain by fraud. 


Millions at Stake. 

It was a complete surprise to the other 
heirs when, after the will had been admitted 
to probate, Miss moved to set it 
aside, and for the first time made the claim 
of a ceremonial mA&rriage to Bennett and 
set up the rights of an alleged child, born 
after his death. 

If she could prove this she had $2,000,000 
to gain. It has been stated erroneously from 
time to time that Miss Biggar got 60 per cent 
of Bennett’s estate under the will. In fact, 
her portion was about $350,000 from an 
estate of an estimated value of from $2,500, - 
000 to $8,000,000. ; 

After some trouble in the courts the other 
heirs decided to let the will stand. Mean- 
while Miss Biggar had gone to live at Dr. 
Hendrick’s sanitarium at Bayonne. She was 
there when the claim of a marriage and a 
child was announced. 

Evidence touching on the disclosures was 
given a week ago today at a hearing before 
Judge William A. Heisley on the motion to 
set aside the probate of the will. Miss Big- 
gar’s lawyers had the best of that hearing. 

The other side put in a busy week.. It de- 
veloped today that they had detectives in 
Dr. Hendrick’s sanitarium as patients. It 
developed, too, that Stanton, the former 
justice of the peace, had been trapped by 
Miss Biggar’s opponents, 


_ Trap Laid for Stanton. 

After Stanton’s testimony was given ladt 
week he fell In with Alexander C. Young, a 
lawyer of Hoboken, who was not known to 
be associated with the counsel for the other 
side, but who really had received a retainer 
of $10,000 because it was believed he could 
produce the evidence of conspiracy. 

Young advised Stanton that to corroborate 
his evidence as to the marriage of Benneit 
and Mies Biggar he ought to correct the 
records of the board of health in Hoboken. 
Stanton made out a certificate of marriage, 
dated in January, 1898, and endeavored to 
have the clerk of the board of health put it 
tn the records. 

Lively Day in Court. 

Representatives of all the interests came 
here at 10 Oolock this morning. 

Mr. Black, attorney for Miss Biggar an- 
nounced that, as instructed by the peti- 
tioner, he wished to withdraw her contention, 
and to way that she was willing to accept the 
provision made for her in the will. The 
court granted the withdrawal. 

Witnesses to support the conspiracy 
charge were then introduced by Miss Big- 
gar’s opponent. 

Peter McNulty recounted a conversation 
which he had with Mise Biggar at the Vic- 
toria hotel in Pittsburg in 1901. Bennett had 
been taken ill, and Miss Biggar came there 
to see him. She said she was greatly wor- 
ried, and afraid the old man might die with- 
out making any provision for her. If he died 
without making a will which would take care 
of her she did not know what she would do, 
as she had no legitimate claim against the 
estate ae a relation. This was three years 
after the marriage, which she afterward 


set up. 
Admitted She Was No Wife. 

John F. Hawkine of Pitteburg, who drew 
Mr. Bennett's will, sai@he met Miss Biggar at 
a racetrack, where Mr. Bennett introduced 
ber simply as Miss Biggar. Hemet her again 
at Farmingham after Bennett's death. While 
they were in conversation a Mrs. Shattuck 
asked Miss Biggar why it was that Mr. Ben- 
nett had never marriedher. She answered: 

“OO, Mr. Bennett was not the kind of a man 
to marry any women. He’s got a fine monu- 
ment ready in the cemetery, but there's no 
place there for me.” 

Lawyer Ferguson then announced that the 
heirs would prove no child was born to Miss 
Biggar last July. 

“We have a witness from within the sani- 
tarium,” he said, “‘ who will swear that he 
heard Hendrick say there was no child, and 
that Dr. Hendrick and Dr. Connolly swore to 
falsehoods when they certified to the birth 
and later @eath of the child.” ;

WOMAN IS SLAIN; 
A MYSTERY. 


Dead’ Body of Hulda Swanson | 


Is Found in an Alley 
Near Superior and 
Larrabee Streets. 


MARKS ON HER THROAT. 


Charles Murphy Is Held‘ on Sus- 
picion and the Police Say 
the Evidence Against 


Him Is Strong. 


The body of Hulda Swanson, found in 
an alley near Chicago avenue and Larrabee 
street last night, has furnished a murder 
mystery that is puzzling the police. The 
body was discovered cramped in a sitting 
posture between a wagon and fence in the 
driveway between Chicago avenue and Su-. 
perior street. 

Death evidently had been caused by stran- 
gulation or heavy blows on the head. Charles 
Murphy, a teamnister, notified the police of 
the presence of the body, and is being held 
on suspicion of knowing the manner of 
death. Inspector Campbell is strongly of 
the opinion that Murphy is involved. 

While evidences of a struggle were ob-" 
served in the vicinity and the woman's cloth- 
ing had been partly torn from her body, 
the fact that her shoes had been removed 
and were placed close to the body leads 
the police to believe that she may have 
been murdered in some saloon close by and 
the body carried to the spot where it was 
found. This theory is strengthened by the 
fact that although the alley about where 
the body was found is deep with mud the 
woman's stockings were unsoiled. 


Have Evidence Against Murphy. 

After questioning Teamster Murphy at 2 
o'clock this morning, the inspector said: 

“TI have talked with a man of reputation 
who tells me he saw Murphy and the woman. 
together twenty-five minutes before the 
murder was reported, 

‘“‘As for Murphy himself, he does not ac- 
count for his whereabouts between 6:30 and 
10:30 p. m. He lives in Gault'court, near 
Chestnut street, with his parents, and. is

The alley is used by many business houses 
and factories which line it, but at night is 
unlighted. The body was found about fifteen 
feet from the Larrabee street entrance, and 
when the police entered they were unable to 


was taken to the undertaking rooms of R. A. 
Roberts at 1389 Chicago avenue, where for an 
hour it remained unidentified. Murphy, who 
accompanied the policemen, declared he had 
never seen the woman before. 


Many Signs of Struggle. 

The woman's face was badly bruised and 
discolored on the left side, while about her 
throat were red marks which indicated that 
she had been strangled. No money was 
found in the clothing, but the quality evi- 
depced that she had been a working woman 
and precluded the theory that robbery had 
been the motive of the murderer. 

At the entrance of the alley a gra~ cloth 
cape and a woman’s straw hat were found. 
Bloodstains could be seen on the hat, while 
the lining of the cape was torn. Thetloth- 
ing on the body was disarranged, as if she 
had been engaged in a violent struggle.

John Harrity Identifies Body. |

assistant bridgetender. He was taken to 
the undertaking rooms, where he at once | 
identified the woman as Hulda Swanson, 
who, he believed, resided in Milton avenue. 
He declared that while the woman had vis- 
ited him at the bridge on many occasions, 
he had not seen her during the present week. 

He declared he wae\not familiar with the 
route takem by her when she visited him, 
but believed she passed close to the place 
where her body was found. The assertion 
of Murphy that he was unacquainted with 
the women was contradicted by Harrity, 
who said that Murphy had known ber for 
monthe and had met heron the bridge several 
times.

payers,

Merely Wants to Know. : | 

In starting the inquiry Controller McGann 
announced that he had no charges of fraud 
yt make against the county treasurér’s 

ce. 
“There is no evidence of that,” he sald: | 
Our purpose is simply.to discover why | 
large amount of taxes hae not béen col- 
lected and to collect it if possible. The care- 
less system of accounting in that office may 
heve made it possible for deceit to be prac- 
ticed, but we have no charges to make 
against the county treasurer.”

It is conceded that these explanations will 
account for a majority of the entries tin the 
delinquent lists, but there are others which 
present a puzzling aspect. One of these casés 
is that of Hyman, Berg & Co., State street 
jewelers. This firm is charged with being 
delinquent to the extent of $1,472.18. Oppo-” 
site the entry is the mark “ mo property.” 

Morris H. Berg of this finm declared that 
the taxes, amounting to $1,900 on three as- 
sessments, had been paid and that the firm 
could produce the receipt, signed with the 
country treasurer’s stamp, and also the check 
which had passed through the bank. County 
Treasurer Raymond said this payment had — 
been made after the delinquent list had been 
made up. 

Ald. Joseph Badenoch, who both personally 
and as vice president of the Gunning com- 
pany is concerned in the investigation, de- 
clared that his taxes and the taxes of the 
company had been paid in full. 

These and other similar cases, it is declared, 
indicate that the system of accounting fs 
careless or that fraud has been practiced. 
Further investigation will have to be made 
by the controller and the county treasurer ~* 
to discover how paid taxes came to be 
marked * unpaid.” 


Former Employe Recalled. 

Some significance was attached to a dis- 
covery which was made yesterday. An em- 
ployé in treasurer’s office who 
was in trou once because of an attempt? . 
at forgery left the office on Aug. 1 on his 
vacation. He did not return, and, after three 
weeks’ absence, was dropped from the pay 
rolls. 

This man once forged the name of ex-Chief 
of Police J. J. Badenoch to a request for 
transportation over the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad. The appliea- 
tion came back to Mr. Badenoch, then chief 
of police, and was pronounced a forgery, buf 
there was no prosecution. 

This employé of the treasurer's office left 
Chicago just at the time the Masonic temple 
tax receipt matter was being taken up ac- 
tively. He had been connected with a gam- 
bling house in Thirty-first street and Nved 
extravagantly. 

These facts became interesting in view of 
the fact that many of the go called “ delins 
quent’’ property owners assert that they 
have paid their taxes. 

County Treasurer Raymond explains thé 
seeming discrepancy between the records of 
his office and the statements of the property 
owners by saying that the taxes have béen 
paid and that the city has received the 
money, but that the taxes were paid after 
the delinquent lists had been made up. The 
next report, he says, will show the payments.

Various Explanations Made.

"ARMY WAR GAME 


IN FULL SWING. 


Kight Thousand Troops En- 
gage in Sham Battle 
Near Fort Riley. 


| FIGHT LASTS FOR HOURS. 


Four Thotsand National Guaris- 


men to Take Part in Ma- 
neuvers Monday. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Junction City, Kas., Sept. 26.—[Special.}]— 
War is on in Kansas. On the 20,000 acres of 
the big government reservation at Fort Riley 
8,000 soldiers are encamped and two armies 
~—the army of the bive and the army of 
** brown '’—are waiting to do battle. 

All day the bugles have been calling, troops 
have marched and dodged their way under 
the hot sun, over miles of wooded valleys and 
stubby hills, cannon have been booming their 
attack, machine guns have shattered the air 
with their monotonous rattle, and musketry 
has kept up its roar. The navy has had its 
day and now the army is burning up the pow- 
cause of military science. 


Three Milés of Tents. 


For more than three miles lines of tents 
etretch their way over the roliing hills of the 
reservation. There are lines of horses tug- 
ging at the picket ropes. Engineering corps 
are hustiing about with pontoon trains, and 
tonight a portable searchlight, a modern 
product of the science of war, is flashing ite 
rays over the hills where 12,000 men will 
battle until 

It is the life of the field, and the soldiers are 
camping with as much enthusiasm as if they 
were rushing Spaniards at SanJuan. , 

Militia Officers are arriving‘ from almost 
half of the states of the union. They are 
observing the marching columns, noting the 
methods by which the men are handled, and 
listening to war stories which are told every 
night in the big mess tent, which looks like 
the home of a circus. 

Fort Riley has taken on the appearance of 
Chickamauga Park during the mobilizafton 
Gays of the Spanish-American war. At the 
head of a sioping hill which overlooks the 
ends of rolling acres that reach to the Kansas 
river, is a line of tents which marks the head- 


“| quarters of Maj. Dent Bates, commander of 


the maneuver camp. Down the slopes of the 
hills and as far as one can see, extend the 
tents of cavalry, infantry, and artillery. 


Hard Work for Soldiers. 


From early morning until evening it Is 
hard work and little play for men in the 
ranks, There are hours of marching and 
skirmishing under the hot sun or in the rain, 
and then the Kansas winds sweep down with 


and their commanders are slapping their 
arms to keep warm or shivering under heavy 


Gen. Bates, where a big headquarters flag 


slaps in the wind, stretch the canvased quar- 


ters of the contending armies, all one force 
until the marching and the fighting begins 
with 9 o'clock each morning, and then stub- 
bornly contesting for every advantage over 
each other. Before the troops file away to 
their various posts and the national guards- 
men are sent to their homes every phrase of 
military skill and strategy will have been 
put to actual test. 

oday marked the actual opening of Hes- 
tijities, a regiment serving as the advance 
.gtard of an‘maginary division seeking to 
make its way to victory under the roaring 
protection of artillery. Just what army, the 
‘blue or the “ brown,’’ scored the greatest 
number of points will not be known until 
tomorrow, when the fifteen umpires will 
have reached their decision. Even then it 
will be only a “ constructive’ victory for 
one army or the othert for here, as when 
the navy and the Long Island forts hounded 
each other, an intricate system of counting 
points controls, which requires fifteen um- 
pires to epend hours of figuring before they 
‘determine winners of the bloodless battles. 

The army of the “blue” gets its name 
because of the blue uniform its men wear; 
the khaki clad regiments form the army 
of the “‘ brown.” 


Cavalry Lead the Way. 


It was shortly after 9 o’clock this morning 
when a sharp command sent three troops of 
khaki clad cavalry up the mud road south 
of the hill from which Gen, Bates’ head- 
quarters looked down. Behind the squadron 
rattled a light battery, its gun carriages 
rolling deep in the ooze of the roadway. Up 
the hill they went, past the stone column 
which before the era of expansion began 
held claim to distinction as marking the 
geographical center of the United States, 
Then a regiment of infantry made its way up 
the road, the men all in heavy marching 
order, tin cups and mess kits jangling at 
their sides, Three separate columns of 
“blue” forces, cayalry, infantry, and 
artillery equally divided, passed up the road, 
then two more columns of the brown.” 
. One command was seven miles from head- 
qyarters hill ,when the march was halted. 
-~and each division went into action. The 
spectator saw hundreds of soldiers dodging 
here and there, using every bit of cover that 
offered in the aim to fight to victory at 
vantage points. Here and there near the 
various columns cantered officers who wore 
bands of white about their arms; these were 


the umpires. 
Battle Ragesfor Hours. 

The roar and rattle opened as the scouts 
came together. Then until midafternoon 
the battle raged. At 5 o’clock the regiments 
retreated down the deep ravines and siowly 
fell back into camp, the men burned under 
the heat of the sun, tired and with uniforms 
matted with burrs where they had fought 
their way through the reaches of grass. 

This, in Arief, is the story which each day 
is expected to bring, the maneuvers to as- 
sume a larger and larger scale until the final 


day. 

While the maneuvers last, Fort Riley has 
taken on the name.of Camp Root. Brig. 
Gen. Bates weare the title of commander 
of the maneuvers division. Maj. McClear- 
nard, who was with Shafter in the Cuban 
campaign, issues the orders which deter- 
mined each day’s engagement, these instruc- 
tions being !esuedonly a few hours before the 
contest opens, so that commanders may not 
have theopportunity of planning their course 
of action hours before they meet actual con- 
ditions. 

Is a Perfect Army Camp. 

With its rolling hills and swales the Fort 
Riley reservation looks the perfect army 
camp. Near the conical tents which mark 
the cavalry quarters the corps of engineers 
are . Here are pontoon trains and 
all the devices which have been planned to 
ald the effectiveness and movement of an 
army; an engine is near by, having the ap- 
pearance of a thrashing engine of the coun- 
try districts. This provides the electrical 
power for the portable searchlight, an inyen- 
tion which was used extensively by England 
in the south African campaign. This ma- 
chinery is often dragged over to the big 
mess tent and a system of lights operated, 
another improvement which armies have 
never known before. 


Rules of the Mimic War. 

The rules controlling the sham battles read 
like the instructions for a popular game. 
There are many technical points which must 
be interpreted by Col. Wagner and his four- 
teen umpires, For instance, cavalry charges 
must be checked when the flying riders come 
within 100 yards of the enemy. Other rules 
hold that cavalry cannot move at a walk 
when exposed to the fire of artillery less 
than 2,500 yards away. Artillery cannot come 
into action under infantry or dismounted 
cavalry when within 800 yards, except under 
favorable conditions—behind effectual cover, 
for instance. At ranges of 100 yards artil- 

lery can hold out against the fire of dis- 
mounted skirmishers, but should the strong

Even the 20,000 acres in the big reservation 
will be too small for next year’s maneuvers, 
Sixty thousand acres 
would not be too large to move the men in. 
Said he: 

“Our secretary of war is impressed with 
the need of permanent army camps. Through 
the action of Congress Fort Riley and 
Chickamauga park have been recommended 
for two camps, and two more will be locate 
one in Pennsylvania and another in Califor- 
nia. But if the plans of holding army 
maneuvers are carried out, as we hope they 
will be, these four camps will not be ade- 
quate. 

“The object here is to educate our na- 


..tipnal guardsmen so that they will be cap- 


able of efficiently officering volunteers should 
war arise. 
Reserve for Regular Army. 

“That would make the National Guard a 
great rve force to the regular army. To 
this endJ1I believe congress should ald in sup- 
porting the national guard and in bearing 
the expenses of getting the guardsmen from 
all over the country at one of the big camps 
for maneuvers with the regulars each year. 
I believe this will be done, too. 

‘There's splendid material to draw from 
for officers in our militia, but there must be 
education in the profession of arms. We 
have as fine material as any nation in the 
world to make soldiers of, but they are not 
soldiers, because they are not brought to- 
gether. While they would learn quicker than 
any other men in the world, thereis so much 
education needed make a thorough 
soldier.’’

Wards, One on Fellow 
Prisoner in Two Days.

Employes Charge State of Af- 


- fairs to Lack of Discipline 
and Criticise Chief.

Pontiac, Ill., Sept. 26.—[Special. }—Four as- 
gauits by convicts on guards in two days, 
one of the convicts being the man who sim- 
flarly attacked the superintendent ten days 
before and one assault by a convict on 
another, in each case the assailant being 
armed with a deadly weapon—such is the 
record of the Illinois Reform school for 
the current.week. The record for the year 
if tabulated would look like a census re- 


port. 

Residents of Pontiac who know of what 
is going on in the reformatory are talking 
of getting up a pool, the proceeds to go to 
the man who can guess closest to the date 
‘when there will be a more serious disturb- 
ance. 

Lack of Discipline the Cause. 

As to the cause of all thie trouble and the 
incidenta! escape of inmates from the prison 
when they get tired of remaining, there is 
but one explanation. It is “lack of dis- 
cipline.”” The guarde complain that the pris- 
oners are encouraged to ineurrection by the 
fact that whenever one armed with a knife 
or some other Mke weapon attacks them 
Supt. M. M. Mallery blames the guards and 
excuses the convict. Even when he himeeif 
was attacked. in open chapel meeting a week 
ago Bunday he explained that the convict 
was mentally irresponsible and last Monday 
the same convict made an attack on a guard 
with the same kind of a knife with which he 
had chased the superintendent around the 
chapel. 

Supt. Maltiery, who used to be a school 
teacher in Marshall county before Gov. 
Yates appointed him to his present position, 
acts on the theory that the institution in his 
charge is solely a plece to reform bad boys 
who muet be treated by humane methods. 
His critice—and his employés are the sever- 
est—point to the fact that while in name the 
institution is a reformatory, in fact itis a 
penitentiary and containe meny hardened 
criminais who ought toi be in Joliet or Ches- 
ter. 


Record for This Week. 
‘The police record of the reformatory for 
this week is as follows: 

On Monday Convict Golden attacked Officer 
Woodworth with a knife and only stopped 
in his assault when he was beaten into in- 
sensibility. Afterwards he renewed the 
fight in the captain's office. 

The same day Convict Lane attacked Offi- 
cer Bergen with a knife and ft took a force 
of guards to prevent him from doing serious 
injury. 

Still later on the same day Convict Smith 
attacked Officer Morrissey with a knife and 
had to be badly beatén before he was ‘sub- 

On Wednesday Convict Allen attacked Om- 
cer Denning with a heavy club and himself 
had to be clubbed Into submission. 

On Wednesday Convict Skeens attacked 
Convict Hopking with a maul, and Officer 
Quinn had to knock Skeens down with a 


_ chub before he could stop the fight. 


Attack on the Superintendent. 
The instances ci are more the’ rule 
than the exception in the institution. The 
story of/the assault on Supt. Mallery is per- 
haps typical. 

It happened a week ago Sunday, whep 
the prisoners had gathered in the chapel! for 
religious exercises and a number of women 
visitors were present: "The services were

STRANGE OATH MADE FOR JEWS. 


If Christian Opponent in a Lawsuit De- 
mands, Semite Must Go Through , 
Old Ceremony. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

VIENNA, Sept. 26-—A disclosure of the 
conditions under which Jews live in Rou- 
mania is appearing in the Pesther Lioyd. It 


includes an account of an amazing oath in : 


the alleged Jewish style which the courts 
of Roumania are entitled to tmpose where 
one litigant is a Christian and the other a 
Jew. 

The Jew is cempelled to put on his ritual 
grave clothes, his naile are cut, and he is 
placed im a coffin, which is set before the 
altar in a synagogue, where the rabbi has 
to invoke curses and maledictions upon him 
and every member of his family unless he 
tells the truth and nothing but the truth. 
The man in the open coffin is bound to re- 
peat these curses upon himself. If he fails 
to do so he loses the suit. The synagogue 
must remain open to every non-Jew wishing 
to enter. 

All agitation to get this law repealed has 
been futile, and, although it has fallen into 
desuetude, it may still be invoked if the 
Christian party in a lawsuit demands it 
and the judge consents. 


Ignore United States Note. 

This contemptuous attitude of Roumanian 
legisiation to the Jewish race led to the 
emigration of the younger and abler men. 
Now that passports have been refused them 
it is difficult to say what they will do. The 
action of the United States does not ap- 
pear to have had even a moral effect, least 
of all upon the Roumanians, who know that 
they have nothing to fear, as they are 
shielded by the members of the triple alli- 
ance—Germany, Austria, and Italy—and are 
convinced that they will not be disturbed 
by Russia on account or their treatment of 
the Jews. As a matter of fact not a single 
continental power has done anything.

PANAMAPROPES? IGNORED 


UNITED STATES MARINES WILL 
NOT BE RECALLED. 


Objection by Governor of No Avail and 
Guard Will Be Kept Over Railway 
as Long as Danger Continues—Pres- 
ent Force Believed Sufficient to 
Care for Interests in the Isthmuas— 
Blockade at Hayti Is Declared In- 
effective. 


Washington, D..C., Sept. 26.—[Special. 
Gov. Salazar of Panama has protested 
against the presence of the force of Ameri- 
can marines now guarding the railroad on 
the isthmus, but his protest will not affect 
the conduct of the United States govern-~ 


ment. ; 
“ (he governor insised that the Colombian 
troops were sifficient to maintain order on 
the isthmus and keep the traffic open, but 
he did not satisfy Capt. McLean, and, acting 
under instructions from Secretary Moody, 
the captain will continue to guard the rail- 
road. There is an improvement in the situa- 
tion on the isthmus of Panama, and from 
present indications it will not be necessary 
to increase the force of marines in Colombia 
at this time. 


Present Force Sufficient. 

A dispatch was received at the bureau of 
navigation this afternoon from Capt. McLean 
in which he said that in view of the present 
gituation the United States forces now on 
the isthmus will be sufficient. An official 
statement issued at the navy department 
adds: 

“Accordingly no more need be sent, unless 

‘some unforeseen contingency arises. It is 
thought that the marine battalion now being 
assembled at Norfolk probably will not have 
to be sent to the isthmus.” 
» Nothing was received at the state depart- 
ment today from the scene of the revolution 
in Colombia, nor were any reports received 
as to the progress of the insurrection in 
Venezuela. 

Several days ago Minister Powell at Hayti 
cabled that the Haytian government an- 
nounced the closing of the ports of Gofiaives 
and St. Marc. Minister Powell was asked 
for a supplemental report as to the effective- 
ness of the blockade of these ports, which 
have been in the possession of the insurgents. 

Secretary Moody also asked the Montgom- 

ery, at Cape Haytien,to report on the matter, 
and this afternoon a dispatch was received 
at the bureau of navigation from the Mont- 
gomery, as follows: 
. “ Blockade not effective. The position of 
the insurgents is some distance from Cape 
Haytien. The Haytian troops are now con- 
centrated. A series of engagements have 
taken place, resubting in a victory off Cape 
Haytien. The objective point of insurgents, 
if not defeated, was to have been Gonaives, 
Hayti. United States citizens at Terre 
Nuevo safe. Everything is quiet at Hayti 
seaports.” 

It is believed from this informationgthat the 
Haytian troops are concentrated at Cape 
Haytien and that a series of engagements 
were fought recently around that place, re- 
sulting in the repulse of the revolutionists, 
whose objective point was to have been 
Gonaives, where they have their head- 
quarters. 

United States Is Denounced. 


BUENOS AYRES, Sept. 26.—The Prensa 

(Press), a daily paper of this city, published 
today a violent article, calling attention to 
the alleged tendency of the United States 
toward imperialism, which, it says, is illus- 
trated by the landing of American marines 
in Colombia, and the paper protests energet- 
ically against it. The paper says the United 
States “‘ does not exercise any political pro- 
tection over South America, which will 
never accept European or North American 
intervention In its affairs.”

CYCLONE KILLS HUNDREDS AND 
CAUSES HEAVY LOSS. 


Flood Sweeps Through Town of Modi-

Torrents Invade Homes ; 


Two torrents, the St. Francis and the Ste. 
Marie, which descend through the town, 
rose suddenly and brought with them masses 
of mud and heavy stones and invaded the 
buildings of Modica. They carried away 
everything in their course. Many houses 
were utterly wrecked and others were seri- 
ously damaged. Numerous animals per- 
ished. 

The number of victims is still unknown, but 
eighty corpses have been deposited in a sin- 
gie church. 

At Soicli twelve persons were killed. Tase- 
aro.was destroyed. Enormous damage was 
done at Palazzolo, Acreide, Farla, and Gera- 


tana. 
Catania Also Suffers. 


Catania, a city on the east coast, is flooded 
and many houses, including the villa Bellini, 
have been damaged. The railroads have suf- 
fered seriously. 

For twenty-four hours before the cyclone 
burst over the island a violent storm raged. 
on the easterncoast. The path of the cyclone 
was 124 miles long, and everything in the 
line of the storm was destroyed. 

The sea swept inland a great distance, do- 
ing enormous damage, while there were vio- 
lent submarine agitations between Sicily and 
the mainland. Along the railroad from Ca- 
tania to Palermo the force of the cyclone was 
such that rails were torn up and hurled to 
a great distance. 


Dead Swept Away in Torrent. 


It is reported from. Modica (thirty-two 
miles west southwest from Syracuse), that 
100 bodies: already have been found, but 
that the number of dead bodies swept away 
by the torrent is unknown. 

The newspaper Fractissa expresses the be- 
lief that some 400 persons were killed. 

The survivors of the catastrophe have 
taken refuge in the hills. A relief com- 
mittee and search parties have been organ- 
ized at Modica. The disaster is; supposed 
to have been due to a marine waterspout. 
The German steamer Caprera was wrecked 
at Catania after a terrible struggle with the 
waves.

Peat, cut from the swamps near South Chi- 
cago and dried until fit for fuel, may be 
placeétl om thé market ds a rival of high 
priced coal, if the experiments of William 
McDonald of 1T7 Ninety-second street are 
successful. 

McDonaid has lived in South Chicago since 
1869 and for years has known of the exist- 
ence of the peat, he says, but never thought 
of putting it on the market until new. He 
mow has a pile of peat stacked in his yard,, 
and & Seoh 4s it is cured he Wil experimént 
with the fue), 

Two days ago McDonald, with a ecompan- 
ion, began digging in the bog near the inter- 
section of Nimety-third street and Manistee 
avenue. Bince then he has secured & consid< 
erable supply. In thé neighborhood of the 
Calumet heights, South Chitags, are 
many. peat bogs, ahd McDonald considers 
that his expérimenht&8 may prove profitable. 


Peat Beds Known for Years. 

‘For years residents of that district have 
noticed the beds of burhitng peat, which were 
ignited in the summer, ofteh Burned long 
after winter began, and have beéh known 
to eontinue through the yéeat. Andréw 
ver, who lives at One Hundred ahd Thir- 
teenth street and Avenue O, South Chicago, 
is a friend of McDonaid’s and is interested 
in the new fuel project. 

“God help the man this winter who gets 
but $1.60 a day,’’ said a South Chicago work- 
Ingman yesterday. ‘‘ When yoti see tittle 
children coming home from the marshes 
carrying chunks of peat to burn in piace 
of edal, as’ they are doing now, you begin 
to realize that things are going to be hard 
with the poor this winter. If co&élyards are 
.broken into when the cold weather comes, it 
won't be the poor men who are responsible.’’ 

“TE TS better than nothing,” said another 
man, in discussing the cutting of peat. “ It 
is better than freezing to death, and better 
thah starving to death to buy coal,”’ 


Many Prices Are Advanced. 

The price of ordinary soft coal in South 
Chicago has gone steadily up this fail! till 
one dealer was reported yesterday as ask- 
ing $6 a ton for it. Nor Is coal the only 
thing that has gone up in price there this 
fall. A workingman said yesterday that hé 
has to pay $4 and $5 a month more rent than 
he used to pay at this time of the year. Cer- 
tain kinds of meat also have gone up. Pork 
that used to sell for 9 and 10 cents a pound 
now commands 15 and cents, Dry saited 
spareribs that were formérly sold at 2% 
cenis now bring 54% cents. 

The result of all this ts that the storekeep- 
ers of Béuth Chicago afe beginning to feel 
more or lees the pinch of what they call the 
coal strike times. Trade is not what it was 
a year ago this timé. Poor people are buy- 
ing less food because they have to pay so 
much for fuel. 


COUNTY HOSPITAL DOCTORS 


Coroner’s Jury Finds They Were Not to 
Blame for Death of the Man Whom 
They Had Treated for Alcoholism.

At the inquest in the afternoon it 
was found the man had died from heart dis- 
ease, and the verdict exonerated the hoepital 
authorities, Kendall lived at 67 Bast Fuller- 
ton avenue.

DETROIT CITY COUNCIL CALLS A 
BIG CONVENTION. 


All Who Suffer from Effects of the An- 
thracité Sifike Aré Invited to At- 
and Seek Méans’s to Reopéeii the 
Mines—it Othe? Means Fail, the Na- 
Will Be Ap- 
pedled TOTrosps Prevent Disorder 
Otte Hturbatite Reported. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 26.—[(Special.]—The 
cormmbn couneil hae stated a movement for 
a big torvention in this eity of ali sufferers 
from the coal Strike, with the object of seek- 
ihe a solution of the problem, Action by the 
national government is one of the means 
suggested. Thé council adopted the foilow- 
ing resolution: 

“ Resolved, That a committee, consisting 
of the président of the council and six other 
members, be appointed to consider the ad- 
visabliity of extending an invitation to the 
people of all the ¢ities afid towns depending 
upon the Pennsylvania fielde for their coal 
supplies to appoint represé@ntatives to meet 
in & great ¢ofivention in thiscity at the earli- 
est pOssibié date to considet Ways and means 
to fofte a résumption of thé eval preduction 
either by pretsure of public opifiion or hy 
government intervention, Which shouwid be 
agemanded if other measures fail.”’ 

A committee was appointed by President 
Smith, and it will meet next Monday night 
to discus# and consider the convention. 


Mitchell Accuses Operators. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Bept. 26.—(Special.)}— 
President John Mitchell of the United Mine- 
workers of Amefica took up at length the 
charges of lawlessness oh the part of the 
miners in a spéech at the Third Regiment 
armory tonight under the atispices of the 
South Philadelphia Business Men’s league. 
He mate the courtiter charge that the opera- 
tors are guilty of lawlessness In the employ- 
ment of professional criminals as coal and 
iron policemen. Mr. Mitchell said in part: 

“Tt is not the miners’ fault that the resi- 
dents. of Philadelphia are paying $15 a ton 
for coal. In this strike the people have 
passed judgement. I am willing to say that 
if 90 per cent of the American peoplé would 
not cast their votes in favor of the miners 
if it were left to them, I would order the 
strike off now. 

“ Reeently the papers friendly to the coal 
trust have been printing stories of lAWleses- 
mess, and they say the miners want to go 
back to work. Let me say to you that for 
more than eight weeks the militia of Penn- 
sylvania have surrounded the mines and not 
one single striker has returned to work. 

‘Yet it is trué that my people are suf- 
fering for the necessities of lifé. It is true 
that their children are going about bare- 
footed. But the Pennsylvania Goal miners 
have for years lived on littlé. and a little less 
is no unendurable hardship.”’ 


Nonunion Men Are Attacked. 

The only disturbance of any importance 
in the strike region today was a small 
riot at Centralia, in the southern end 
of Columbia county, where some strikers at- 
tacked nonunion men who were on their way 


to the mines, and Sheriff Knorr asked Gov.

Status of Cuban Junta Bonds. 


William O. McDowell, president of the 
Cuban-American league, has given me the 
following statement regarding the Cuban 
jutita bonds! 

“The Cuban bonds of 1896, called junta 
bonds, Were authorized by the Cuban con- 
stitutidnal aseembly Sept. 18, 1805, and were 
issued by President Thomas Estrada Palma, 
then plenipotentiary delegate of Cuba.

The accrued interest 
was not to be in @efault, as printed on the 
coupons, until six months after the evacua- 
tion of Cuba by the Spanish forcés. In 
view of the Ameficah occupancy, this has 
been construed by general consent to méan 
six months from the time the Cuban 
government cafe into power, which was 
May 20, 1902.

QUTSAILS RIVAL, 


Little Haste Easily Wins First 
of Championship Series 
from La Rita. 


FAVORED BY WEATHER. 


Visiting Craft Is Best Suited by 
the Light Air and Smooth 
Water. 


Little Haste, the twenty-one foot easter 
champion, owned and sailed by T. K. Lothrog, 
Jr., yesterday defeated La Rita, George R 
Peare’s crack yacht, in the first race of th 
series for the championship of the world in. 
the twenty-one foot cabin class. The eastern 
boat, favored by the weather, easily out. 
classed its Chicago rival, and from start tg 
finish always held the race watety in tts pos- 
session. 

The result, while not unexpected, vindl- 
cated the predictions made by the majority 
of the yachtsmen who saw the eastern boat 
on its arrival in Chicago a few daysago that 
the craft's forte would be light weather and 
smooth water. These conditions prevailed 


yesterday, and it was strictly Littl Haste 


weather. The race was a drifting match 
pure and simple, and Little Haste won be- 
cause it could negotiate the light airs much 
faster than La Rita. 

The race was sailed over a twelve mile tri- 
angular course laid out for the event by the 
Columbia Yacht club. What little wind there 
was blew from the southeast. Little Haste 
crossed the line at the finish at 5:22:55, and 
covered the course in 3 hours 22 minutes and 
45 seconds actual sailing time. Twelve min- 
utes and fifty seconds later La Rita finished, 


‘La Rita’s Showing Disappointing. 


The showing of La Rita was not as good 


as expected. ‘lhe Peare boat has never shown 
y great speed in light weather, but that 


g@ boat of its own class# could sai) so much 


faster was considerable of a surprise to 
the crowd which watched the race. La Rita 
has demonstrated its superiority over every 
eraft in the’ west in a heavy or choppy sea 
and a stiff breeze, while the performances 
of Little Haste are just to the contrary. If 
the same weather prevails today when the. 
second race is sailed, Little Haste will have 
matters all its own way. 

Promptly at 1:50 o’clock the preliminary 
gun was fired. Ten seconde later the start- 
ing gun boomed. Little Haste was the first 
to reach the starting line, crossing at 2:00:10, 
and gaining a lead of ten seconde over La 
Rita. ‘Both boats immediately broke out 
their balloon jibs and the Boston craft se- 
cured the weather berth after a short tack. 
The first leg was a broad reach, Little Haste 


slowly but surely forging to the front. The 


wind did not even straighten out the sails 
of La Rita. Little Haste turned the first’ 
buoy at 2:27:07, La Rita at 2:29:24. 

Near the Carter Harrison crib the breeze 


died out perceptibly, and the second leg of’ 


the course, a beat to the windward, was 
sailed in almost a calm, 
Both Set Their Spinnakers. 

After turning Little Haste took in és bal- 
loon jib at once and set its spinnaker. La 
Rita was not long in following suit, and im- 
mediately made a straight tack. The east- 


ern boat foved along smoothly and slowly, 


while La Rita was almost helpless. 
Going to the second stake Little Haste in- 
creased its lead and rounded the buoy at 


3:45:02, La Hita turning at 4:18:12. Then 
came the run for the finishing buoy. Little 
Haste continued to use its spinnaker, and 


aiso brought into play a working jib. La 
Rita broke out its balloon jib again. At this 
juncture a slight breeze came up, which en- 
abled La Rita to gain slightly. The wind in- 
creased a trifie asthe line was neared and the 
Peare boat made up much of the lost ground, 
but is was too late to do any good.

‘Atlantic City, and explained at length his 
views on the Iowa platform, Hesaid he was 
for protection, but stood firmly on the anti- 
trust plank. The governor said: 

*T have read what purports to be a state- 
ment issued by Speaker Henderson from 
Atlantic City. Ht is difficult for me to believe 
that it is authentic, and I sincerely hopethat 
it is not authorized. Itis so full of contradic- 
tions, petulance, and misrepresentations, 
that it is hard to attribute it to a sane man. 
“7 it is genuine he is permitting his per- 
sonal feeling toward me to blind him to the 
truth respecting the Iowa situation. He 
seems to think that I am alone responsible 
for the Iowa platform. I would gladly as- 
sume the credit for it, if I could, for I believe 
in it and in every part of it; but I was not 
even a member of the two conventions which 
have without a dissenting voice adopted that 
paragraph over which the controversy has 
arisen. . 


Says State Is for Plank. 

*T was simply one of many thousand re- 
publicans who favored it, and there are few 
republicans in lowa who do not now enthusi- 
astically support it,

derson declare at the recent conference that 
he could and would give it his hearty and 
undivided allegiance.

SOUSA CONCERT. | 

American music—an entire evening of it— 
opened the concert season of 1902-03. The 
Auditorium in all the warm richness of its 
new soft red coloring was the place, last 
evening was the time, and Sousa the Gracefui 
and his band the performers. Just ten years 
had come and gone since Sousa’s New Marine 
band+such was the title the organization 
then bore—gave its first concert and thus 
ushered in a decade of years of triumphant 
suecess for the popular leader and his men. 

It was a happy chance that brought the 
observance of this anniversary together with 
the first concert’ of this season's series in 
Chicago—the city in which ten years ago the 
new band, a fortnight after its formation, 
played its first extended engagement. The 
band was originally the creation of Chicago 
cCapital—it therefore was but fitting the im- 
ong anniversary should be celebrated 

ere. 

The program last night was devoted entire- 
ly to compositions by Mr. Sousa, and thus it. 
came that the evening was one of American 
music. For if there be a class of music that 
may with any justice lay claim to being char- 
acteristically American, it is this music writ- 
ten by the march king. It has qualities that 
are distinctive, it reflects many of the char- 
acteristics that are essentially and peculiarly 
ourown. First and foremost, it has the vim, 
the spirit, the “‘hustle’’ that is found 
nowhere else in the world in such intensity 
and abundance as here in our own blessed 
land; it has a touch of the sentiment con- 
cealed beneath a smile and ending with a 
laugh—a trait we cannot disavow; and, it has 
the daring, the jollity, the hopefulnees, and, 
last but not least, the boisterousness that 
characterize us as a people. The dignity and 
occasional seriousness that is ours at times 
are perhaps not expressed, but then, ‘t takes 
more than one class of music to do justice to 
our manifold excellencies! 

The audience was of the quality and ofthe 
generous proportions peculiar to Sousa as- 
semblages. It was enthusiastic and easily 
compelled the double encores after every 
number that are inseparable from a Sousa 
concert. The band was in fine condition, 
which means it played as well aS any band 
now before the public can play, and Sousa 
himself was as graeeful and as amusing in his 
poses as he has been lo, these ten years, 

The much discussed Coronation March, 
“Imperial Edward,’’ received its first Chi- 
cago hearing. It proved not the equal.in 
either tunefulness or swing of other of the 
Sousa creations. It is pompous and nolsy 
toa degree that should satisfy any monarch’'s 
vanity, and the first phrase of *‘ God Save 
the King’’ (‘‘ America’’), played by the 
trombones, tags the work with the Anglo- 
Saxon label, but all in all it is scarcely upto 
Sousa standard. 

The vocal so.oist was Miss Estelle Liebling, 
who sang Sousa’sr “* Maid of the Meadow "'— 
an ungrateful thing to sing—and as encore 
Alabieff’s ‘' Nightingale,”’ which she for 
some reason gave in the German rather than 
in the English version, but in which she was 
heard to better advantage than in the first 
number. Miss Grace Jenkins played a violin 
solo and an encore. She proved herself in 
the latter selection a performer of good pow- 
ers and much promise. Her tone is pure. 
sweet, and of admirable smoothness, she 
has a good left hand, bows we'll, and inters 
pretatively shows musical taste and intelli- 
gence. Her first number was rendered in- 
audible by too heavy an accompaniment. 

Concerts will be given’this afternoon and 
evening and a “ grand farewell ’’ tomorrow 
night.

Speaker Henderson will confer a favor up- 
on many friends if he will decline to discuss 
further with reporters or other people his 
withdrawal! from the congressional canvass 
in lowa. Gradually the idea has filtered 
through the public mind that the reasons 
advanced hy the speaker for his withdrawal 
are not the ones that controlled his action. 
He did not retire from the contest and from 
public life because he is agitated about 
the tariff question or because he believes 
that the “ virus of free trade” is to be in- 
jected into the political system of the coun- 
try. He was not seriously dissatisfied with 
the Iowa platform. He had expressed a 
reasonable degree of satisfaction with it. 
He had. accepted appointments to speak 
during the campaign. He was aware that 
the platform was substantially the same 
‘as the one adopted in 1901. He had pre- 
viously been reconciled to differences of 
opinion within the party far more serions 
than any which had become manifest in 
lowa. 
It was not fair for the speaker—it was 


the campaign because he did not like the 
tariff resolution adopted at Des Moines. 
He might have stated the true reasons. 
‘They were not discreditable to himself. 
They were purely personal and related to 
tife state of his health and business oppor- 
tutiities offered to him which were attractive 
and which he did not feel like refusing to en- 
tertain. Why not.say so then? Why wasit 
necessary to drag the everlasting tariff issue 
into the arena, and make it appear for the 
time being to his friends in the party and 
out of it that irreconcilable differences had 
arisen between him and-his party associates 
which made it necessary for him to retire 
to private life? Speaker Henderson is not 
the kind of man ordinarily to take a step 
of this kind without consulting his political 
friends; yet his withdrawal was announced 
without previous consultation with the men 
closest to him in public life—Senator Alli- 
son, Secretary Shaw, Secretary Wilson, and 
his colleagues in the congressional delega- 
tion, and his principal associates in the 
house. 

It was not right of the speaker to get out 
of the campaign without consulting these 
old and tried and intimate friends, but if he 
thought it was necessary to take the step, it 

‘was still less becoming of him to do it on 
the ground that he was dissatisfied with the 
action of his party on “ the tariff question.” 
It was not a fair deal. 
speaker might have had a disturbing po- 
litical effect. Fortunately it had none. The 
waters closed over his head as they do over 
a drowning man, and twenty-four hours af- 
ter he had disappeared from view the sur- 
face was as serene and unruffled as if he had 
never made a hole in the deep. But there 
was a “ man overboard ” and a commotion 
for a while. It was inconvenient. 

From this time on there should be less talk 
of the withdrawal of Mr. Henderson, and 
the reasons for it, and its supposed effect 
upon the public mind. We should hear 
hothing more about the “twenty years” 
he has epent in “ battling for protection and 
the republican party,”’ nor should allusions 
to the “ virus of free trade ” receive serious 
attention. They mean nothing. As Bob 
Ingersoll used to say: “ Let us be honest, 
and if we can’t be entirely honest, ict us 
be as honest as we can be.” 


THE SANTA FE. 

Congress must really do something about 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé. Here 
is a railway company, which, by effecting 
a union between those two malignant forces, 
capital and intelligence, has rescued itself 
from bankruptcy, and presumes to end up its 
1902 fiscal year with net earnings of $15,- 

$00,000! During the year it bought 107 loco- 

motives, 51 passenger cars, 5,908 freight 
ears, and 454 “ miscellaneous” cars, all 
these purchases aggregating in cost just 
about $7,000,000. Labor got most of the 
money. The net earnings of $15,500,0@0 
were reached after $60,000,000 had been 
taken in as gross earnings and $36,000,000 
had been laid out in operating expenses, 
90 per cent of all the operating expenses, 
first and last, went to labor. How do the 
people like this? 

Instead of letting grass grow in the tracks 
and business stagnate in the small towns 
of the southwest, the selfish men who man- 
age the Santa F% have built up their freight 
and passenger traffic to the point which 
makes it possible for them to provide many 
thousands of men with steady employment. 
At the same time they Lave finished up the 


year with a net income which amounts. 


to 5 per cent on the preferred stock of the 
railway ahd 9.66 per cent on the common 
stock. 

How do the people like to see the “ leisure 
classes "’——heaven only knows where those 
leisure classes are—drawing dividends on 
their ill-gotten gains and wnearned incre- 
ments? It is true that at the same time 
thousands of employés continue to be em- 
ploy@s instead of becoming idlers, but this 
cannot invalidate the other fact that the 
employés are not, individually, getting so 
much out of the pot as the shareholders, 
although collectively they are getting more. 
No truly representative government will 
fail, therefore, to paralyze the Santa F%, 
and, by discouraging people with moey and

competent. Why allow personal efficiency 
to claim anything for itself? Rather than 
“do that, break up the whole game and see 
what happens in the general scramble. 
Anybody can run a railway—perhaps. 
Turn out these men who are developing 
the Santa F6 and putting it dn a solid basis 
of thrift and prosperity. At any rate check 
their habit of making railway properties 
pay. They are clever men, but they take 
too much for themselves. It would be 
better to have the road in the hands of 
other men, who might let it fall to pieces, 
but who could be salaried at $1,000 a year. 
So roars the discontented radical. Does 
he fool even himself? 


“THE LOWEST BIDDER” DELUSION. 

In most pursuits, and especially in the 
matter of building, the notion that it is well 
to have a contract always go to “ the lagmmst 
bidder ” has been exploded and aband ; 
The lowest bidder is not always the best 


bidder. It may be said that he is often not 
the safest. The requirement of the law 
that the contract must be awarded, after 


advertising, to the “ lowest bidder” often 
results, especially in the United States, in 
awarding it to a person who does not intend 
to fulfill the requirements faithfully How 
often, for example, it happens in municipali- 
ties that coal contracts are given to “ the 
lowest bidder” at prices which are simply 
prohibitive to any man who means to fur- 
nish the quality of coal called for in the 
quantify specified in the contract. This is 
continually happening. Many of the most 
responsible coal dealers are not bidding now 
upon contracts in Chicago, Cook county, and 
Illinois. The same is true of other supplies 
to public institutions. Dealers of recognized 
standing have no chance to get contracts if 
they mean to furnish the goods called for of 
the best quality and in full measure. | 
What is true of public contracts in the 
nature of supplies is equally true of public 
building contracts. Does any man in the 
possession of his senses or of average busi- 
ness experience imagine, for example, that 
John Peirce can afford to finish the govern- 
ment building in Chicago for $500,000 less 
than John Griffiths, who is recognized as a 
responsible and honest contractor? There 
must be “a nigger in the woodpile ” some- 
where. Manifestly John Peirce is bidding 
upon one kind of goods and quality of work- 
manship and John Griffiths upon another 
kind. John Griffiths can buy at as low 
prices as John Peirce... When John Griffiths 
proposes to do bronze or marble work, or put 
in elevators, or do a stipulated amount of 
plumbing, plastering, mosaic work, paint- 
ing, electric wiring, or anything else re- 
quired for finishing the government build- 
ing according to the specifications, he is 
in just as good position to name low prices 
as John Peirce is. All that either can do 
is to invite bids under the specifications from 
responsible subcontractors, add a fair per- 
centage for profits, and put in a total for 
the whole work. The difference comes in 
the quality of materials and in workman- 
ship. It is easily possible to makes differ- 
ence of $150,000 on ornamental iron work 
and bronze alone, and the average man for 
the time being would not perceive the differ- 
ence, but the architect and contractor, and 
ultimately the public, would know it. 

Just this sort of thing has been done be- 
fore now in this city by architects when fig- 
uring with the owner upon the construction 
of a building. They have reduced the price 
of material or the quality of workmanship 
by changing specifications and then blo- 
viantly informed him they have “ saved” 
him that much money, while in point of fact 
they have saved him nothing. They have 
‘cheapened the construction and the building. 
The contractors may make as much or more 
out of the new contract as out of the old one. 
The owner may rejoice at the idea that he 
has “ saved” money, though the architect 
knows he has been fooled and that the con- 
tractor has a larger profit under the amend- 
ed contract than he ought to have. 

Something of this sort has been going on 
with reference to the new government build- 
ing. Neither John Peirce nor any other man 
ean afford to take the interior furnishing 
contract for 25 per cent less than other re- 
sponsible bidders. The “ low bid” means 
cheaper material, inferior workmanship, 
scamping of work, or future changes to be 
allowed by the architect and to be charged 
as “ extras” and worked in as compensa- 
tion to the contractor. This is what we are 
looking for with reference to the completion 
of the new government building. 

Congress should appoint a new superin- 
tendent of the Chicago government building. 
He should hold the architect, assistant sec- 
retary of the treasury, and contractor strict- 
ly to account and see that the work is done 
according to the original specifications, and 
that there is no shirking, changing, or get- 
ting away from them—no unnecessary “ ex- 
tras ” or charges and no fraud anywhere. 

Is it not strange that when a contract of 
this magnitude is to be let so few well known 
firms come forward with bids and that there 
should be such a wide discrepancy between 
the highest and lowest bidder? Manifestly 
in this case, as in so many others, the lowest 
bid may not be the safest or most trust- 
worthy. The “ lowest bid ” among prudent 
business men is more or less out of date and 
obsolete. The game has been played too 
often, and its illusions are pretty well un- 
derstood. 

In this connection it is delightful to read 
that Mr. Cobb has still $2,000,000 avail- 
able for the completion of the Chicago gov- 
ernment building and that he proposes to 
spend every cent of it. We don’t doubt it. 
The full appropriation will be exhausted. 
None will get away. 


SURPLUSES AND DEFICITS. 

Many persons insist that the national 
treasury has no right to mix up with the 
money market, that there should be no sur- 
plus, and that the proper place for the money 
is in the pockets of the people. They urge 
that the money should not be collected when 
it is not needed for public purposes. 

Unquestionably there is soundness in this 
argument. The difficulty with it is that it 
does not make proper allowances for the 


ments. In bad times the revenue may not 
be sufficient for the government's needs; in 
good times it may be more than sufficient. 
No one last winter anticipated that the sur- 
plus would accumulate as it has. Many 
thought congress was rash in repealing all 
the Spanish war taxes. Others thought that 
with the demands that would be made upon 
the government by the ship subsidy bill and 
the isthmian canal there might bea deficit 
before the close of the fiscal year. The sub- 
sidy, however, has not been passed, and the 
government is not yet ready to spend any 
money on the canal. The difficulty now is 
to reduce the revenue of the government 
without disturbing business interests, and 
that is the task to which congress must ad- 
dress itself at the forthcoming short session. 

It is a mistake t6 say, as some bankers 
do, that a deficiency is preferable to a sur- 
plus. It is not so in private business and 
there is no reason why it should be so in 
public business. A deficit is always embar-

They found out, as the last session 
of congress came to a close, that the “ syndi- 
cate of vituperation ” and the Boston junta 
had failed to create any popular dissatis- 
faction with the sane and humane Phil- 
ippine policy of the administration, Their 
signal failure to come to the assistance 
of the senators who were trying to secure 
reciprocity with Cuba made any criticism of 
the party in power on that issue out of the 
question, and they turned in despair tothe. 
trust and tariff questions. The fact that 
they did not do so before shows that they 
realized the difficulty of attacking the fiscal 
policy of the party under which the present 
era of prosperity began. There is a world 
of truth in the bald assertion that the is- 
sue of the day.is prosperity. The country 
looks for better regulation of the trusts; 
there is a growing sentiment in favor of a 
reduction of certain duties, but there is no 
inclination to-jeopardize prosperity. 

The bank deposits of the country show, 
in some measure, what this prosperity had 
been. In 1893 they amounted to $4,630,- 
490,156, and in 1897 to $5,196,847,530, a gain 
of $566,857,874. In 1901 they amounted to 
$8,535,053,136, a gain of $3,338,205,606. 
The difference in the bank deposits of the 
country at the beginning and end of four 
years’ republican administration was five 
times as great as it was at the beginning 
and end of the preceding democratic admin- 
istration. Astute democratic politicians 
must have seen that they could not hope to 
reduce, much less overcome, the republican 
congressional majority in the face of such

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Ten 1903, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


T was not at the American officers pres- 
emt at the German army maneuvers that 
the Kaiser was poking fun when he in-

The lat- 
ter, to the amusemenf of everybody, includ- 
ing the emperor, appeared throughout the 
maneuvers in a khaki uniform. No one 

knows quite on what greunds, uniess he 

happens to be the honorary colonel of some 
mifMtia regiment, a fact which in that case 
he has kept secret until now. It is need- 
less to add that he is a civilian, and that 
the fact of his being the only “ pekin”’ 

(civilian) in a party composed of Field Mar- 

Shal Lord Roberts, Gen. Sir John French, 

Gen, Sir Edward Kelly-Kenny, gnd several 

other gray haired veterans of the south Af- 

rican war—not one of whom wore khaki— 
should have prevented him from masquerad- 
ing about in a uniform that is, in'so far as 
the English are concerned, so thoroughly 
identified with the idea of campaigning 


. against the Boers. 


Mr. Brodrick, indeed, seems to retain to- 
day the same amount of tact and sense of 
fitness of things as distinguished him when, 
some years ago, at the time when Irish 
home ruie was being championed by Giad- 
stone, he got himseif hissed and hooted off 
the platform of a tory, and therefore anti- 
home rule, meeting. in England by con- 
temptuously referring to the Grand Old Man 
aa “‘an ass, unfitted by age for any further 
work or use, and in whom, therefore, no de- 
pendence should be placed.” 

It is difficult to see how any possible re- 
form can ever be expected at the British 
war department, or in the administration 
of the English army, as long as Brodrick re- 
mains at the head thereof as secretary of 
state for war. 


King Edward has just established a claim 
upon the gratitude and good will of his 
nephew, the kaiser, by giving orders for the 
abolition of the British legations to the minor 
courts of Germany and for the transfer of 
their business to thé English embassy at 
Berlin. The missions to the court of the 
king of Wiirtemberg, of the grand duke of 
Hesse, and of the duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha have been done away with, and those 
at Dresden and at Munich are shortly to fol- 
low. 

In pursuing this policy King Edward is 
following the example of the Unifed States, 
whose ambassador/‘at Berlin has charge of 
American interests throughout the German 
empire. 

Ever since the kaiser has been on the 
throne he has endeavored to convey the im- 
pression both at home and abroad that he 
enjoys the exclusive control and direction 
of the foreign policy and relations of the 

empire. It is quite true that some 
of the smaller states of the confederation 
known as the German empire have con- 
fided to Prussia the conduct of their foreign 
relations and their representation abroad, 
partly on the scord of expense and partly 
because they were not in a position to offend 
the kaiser. 

But some of the larger states deny this 
pretension on the part of the emperor. They 
insist that their sovereignty is in every way 
as complete as that of Prussia, that the title 
of kaiser is more honorary than real,andthat 
the sovereigns of the non-Prussian states 
are the a.ldes rather than the vassais of 
the emperor. In pursuance of this idea Ba- 
varia, for instance, maintains legations at 
Paris, Vienna, St. Petersburg, Rome, etc., 
and has Russian, French, Austrian, and oth- 
er foreign ministers accredited to her court 
at Munich. | 

The fact that Bavaria and Saxony conduct 
the greater part of their foreign bus!ness in- 
dependently of Berlin and through their own 
foreign departments is a source of standing 
irritation to the kaiser, and so well is this 
known abroad that when foreign rulers wish 
to annoy the emperor and to get even with 
him for something he has done they imme- 
diately proceed to revive some of their lega- 
tions at the minor courts of Germany. Thus 
two or three years ago the czar, offended by 
utterance or act of the kaiser, re- 
established a Russian legation at Carlsruhe 
and promoted his chargé d'affaires at Darm- 
stadt to the rank of a minister plenipoten- 
tiary. It will be understood from this how 
gratified Emperor William will be by this 
decision to do away with all the British mis- 
sions save that of Berlin. 


I have beén requested to state that Count 
Keglevich, one of the territorial magnates 
of Croatia, has caused the annulment by 
the courts of law of his legal adoption of the 
son by his wife’s first marriage. Countess 
Keglevich’s former husband bore the name 
of Mattasich. The ex-captain of Austrian 
cavalry, who has lately secured the com- 
mutation of the sentence of pena! servitude 
to which he was condemned by court mar- 
tial for his alleged share in the frauds per- 
petrated by the eldest daughter of the king 
of the Belgians, and who has now been set 
at liberty, has therefore no further right to 
the old noble name of Keglevich or to any 
aristocratic predicate, but will have to con- 
terit himself henceforth with the bour- 
geois patronymic of Mattasich. 1 may add 
that his stepfather has not been alone in 
casting him off. His own mother, the count- 
ess, has done so likewise. 

The trustees of the British museum, who 
control that world famed institution, have 
just taken the extraordinary step of with- 
drawing from the museum library and ban- 
ning from the great national collection of 
books a little work entitled “ The Legiti- 
mist Calendar,’’ compiled by the soidisant 
“©Marquis de Ruvigny,” and which ascribes 
the various thrones of Europe to those 
princes and princesses to whom they ought 
to belong if. legitimist.ideas alone govern 
the succession to royal crowns. It is a book 
which possesses little interest, save possi- 
bly historic or speculative, and not one per- 
son in a thousand has ever heard of it 
or of its author, a member of that foolish 
society which styles itself the ‘‘ White Rose ”’ 
or ‘*‘ Jacobite league,’’ and which professes 
to regard King Edward as a usurper, and 
Princess Louise of Bavaria as the lawful 
queen of Great Britain and Ireland, as less 
remotely descended from the Stuarts than 
Edward VII. But the action of the Brit- 
ish museum authorities—which reminds one 
of an elephant endeavoring to érush. life 
out of a fly with its huge foot—will be to 
give the “ Legitimist Calendar” an adver- 
tisement and the English ‘Marquis de 
Ruvigny ’’ a notoriety which neither de- 
serves. 

Of course, the inference is that the. trus- 
tees have done this fn order to please the 
king, and possibly some of them have been 
prompted in the matter by the knowledge 
that he takes the White Rose league more 
seriously than his mother. For it is only 
since her death that the league has been 
prevented from taying wreaths and floral 
emblems the feet of the statue of the 
ill fated King Charles in London on Jan. 30. 

And then, too, the trustees may recall 
a certain episode which took place at the 
time when the king as prince of Wales vis- 
ited Vienna for the purpose of represent- 
ing Great Britain at the opening of. the in- 
ternational exhibition of 1873. The old ex- 
duke of Modena, uncle of Princess Louise 
of Bavaria, and from whom she inherits, 
according to the ‘* Legitimist Calendar’ her 
rights to the throne of Great Britain, lodged 
a strongly worded protest against the prince 
of Wales being present at the opening of 
the exhibition, declaring that he alone, as 
the lawful king of England, was entitled to 
represent the British empire. When the 
prince of* Wales heard of this and of the 
issue which had been raised, instead of 
taking the affair as a joke, he at once com- 
municated with Lord Granville, in charge 
of the foreign office at the time, with the 


result that the Austrian government was 


quietly informed that if the pretensions of 
the duke of Modena to the English throne 
were even mentioned to the prince, not only 
the latter, but likewise the British ambassa- 
dor, would leave the Austrian capital.

N the matter of crowds and enthusiasm 

the abandoned tour of President Roose- 

velt strangely enough reached its climax 

at Ciycinnati, O., the first stop after the 

special train left Jersey City. There 
was something of a !etdown {m both particu- 
jars at Detroit. The streets of the Michi- 
gan. city were not packed, as were those of 
Ohio’s metropolis, and the applause which 
greeted the approach of the.presidential car- 
riage was by no means so hearty. 

Indiana was entered im the midst of @ 
drenching rain storm, which explains the 
comparatively small crowds at both Lo- 
gansport and Kokomo, but when Tipton 
was reached the sum had come out, and 
neither there nor at Indianapolis, consider- 
ing ail the circumstances, was there any- 
thing remarkable about either the crowd or 
the demonstration. 

These facts were probably noticed by 
everybody in the presidential party. So far 
as known no satisfactory exp:anation of 
them was advanced. 

The presidential train pulled into the sta- 
tion at Cincinnati in the midst of a tremen-~- 
dous racket. Cannon were firing and ap- 
parently half a dozen brass bands were do- 
ing their best to split their instruments. The 
drive to the St. Nicholas hotel was through 
streets which were packed with people and 
a roar of cheers constantly anndunced the 
locatiom of the presidential carriage. Inci- 
dentally—though this has little to do with 
either crowds or enthusiasm—the arrange- 
ments for the reception of the presidential 
party in Cincinnati closely approached per- 
fection. There were apparently no delays 
of any kind. The buildings all along the 
route of the two presidential parades were

splendidly decorated and apparently al? of 
southern Ohio was on hand to greet the 
president. Small boys had ciimbed to the 
tops of lamp posts and were clinging to tele- 
graph poles and every window was filled 
with heade. 

Not many men have faced a more im- 
pressive audience than that which gathered 
to listen to the speech of the president deliv- 
ered im the afternoon at the exposition 
building. On the stage behind him were 
more than a thousand members of the loca) 
association of business men, while the great 
hal! in front, which seats more than 5,000, 
was crowded even into the aisles. When 
the president was introduced the cheers 
which greeted him would have stirred and 
inepired the dullest orator, while from the 
balconies hundreds of white handkerchiefs 
fiyttered their salute. 

Again in the evening the streets were 
densely packed and the demonstration was 
exceedingly impressive. Every member of 
the presidential party felt when the train 
pu.led out for Detroit that the trip could not 
have been begun under more favorable cir- 
cumstances. 

It should be explained that Cincinnati was 
in the midst“of its annual fall carnival at 
the time of the president’s visit: the build- 
ings had beem already trimmed for that oc- 
casion, and doubtless many strangers had 
come to the city for the purpose of attend- 
ing the exposition. But the fact remains 
that nowhere else was the warmth of Cin- 
cinnati’s welcome at all approached. 


Detroit was reached Sunday morning, and 
that was a sufficient reason for the absence 
of noise and crowds. During Sunday after- 
noon it was said that considerable crowds 
had gathered on some of the boulevards 
over which the presidential carriages did 
not pass. 
Mayor Maybury, however, had issued a 
proclamation asking that Monday be made 
a legal holiday, and, as the chief functions 
in honor of the presidential! visit were sched- 
uled for that day, the Detroit crowds cer- 
tainly had a fair chance to show themseives. 
In the morning the president attended the 
convention of the veterans of the Spanish

war at the Light Guards armory. Perhaps 


intentionally, the balcony of the arm 
was lett almost entirely vacant on org 
casion, while the body of the house was 
by no Means packed. It was at this meet- 
ing, however, that the president was greet- 
ed with more enthusiasm than met him at 
any other place in Detroit. Several of his 
references to incidents of the Spanish war 
were received with great demonstrations 
of applause, and when he closed hundreds 
of his comrades rose to their feet and waved 
their campaign hate in the air. 

On the drive from the hotel to the boat, 
which the president boarded for a run down 
and over into Canadian 

were noticea

the efternoon the great parade 
held. It had been arranged that the Bony 
idential party should drive over a portion 


of the route, retiring to the reviewing stand 


when it was reached. At the appointed time _ 


the president and his party entered carriages 
and were driven to positions on a side street, 
along which a few people were gathered, 
most of the crowd meanwhile being occu- 


‘pied elsewhere in watching the passing pro- 


cession. Here for nearly an hour the pres-' 
ident sat in an open carriage in the hot sun 
and patiently waited for his place in the 
marching column. The crowds along the 
regular line of march were large but not: 
at all remarkable. It was possible, for in- 
stance, even after the presidential party 
had entered the reviewing stand, to pass 
anywhere along the street and to enter the 
grand stand without trouble from the péo- 
ple about it, The cheering which heralded

the president's carriage was spasmodic and 
seemed to lack both the warmth and the 
volume which had made the demonstrations 
in Cincinnati so remarkable. 


At Logansport, Ind., where the first stop 
was made on Tuesday morning, a heavy rain 
was falling and the streets were deep in mud, 
which would excuse the absence of great 
crowds and would likewise dampen any great 
display of enthusiasm. But Logansport has 
a population of more than 16,000 people, and 
the crowd which followed the presidential 
hack and which later gathered about the 
open air stand before the high school cer- 
tainly did not number more than 1,600 or 
1,800. They listened respectfully while the 
president stood and spoke in the rain, but 
the applause, as was perhaps only natural 
under the circumstances, was not loud nor 
frequent. The people seemed to be curious: 
rather than anything else. 

At Kokomo it had almost stopped raining. 
The president drove for perhaps a‘third of a 
mile threugh streets not at all crowded to 


‘the stand, about which 2,000 or 3,000 people 


had gathered. He spoke for perhaps fifteen 
minutes, his general subject being the im- 
portance of charactef and courage in the, 
citizenship of a republic. The president is, 
an earnest and an effective speaker, and his. 
telling points are usually received with ap-~; 
plause, but the Kokomo crowd was far from 


- responsive. 


At Tipton the sun had come out and 2,000° 
or 3,000 people were waiting about the stand 
near the station. Here the president seemed | 
to make a special effort to arouse the people. 
He spoke with unusual force. Once or twice, 
as is his custom when he wants to “ break 
the ice,”’ he singled out a prominent man in 
the crowd—an old soldier in the Grand Army 
uniform, for instance—and addressed his re- 
marks directly to him. But, as an old poli- 
tician in the party put it, he failed “ to get 
a rise out of them.”

SEEKS JEWISH JANE ADDAMS 
AND SCORES HER OWN RACE. 


Mrs. H. Kahn Supports Dr. Danziger in 
His Criticisms of the Modern Daugh- 
ters of Judah—Declares They Gamble 


The question of whether or not the Jewish 
girlie are allowing themselves to drift from 
the more worthy instincts will be agitated 
further in the forthcoming number of the 
Chicago Israelite, which paper has aroused 
the ire of many Jews by its recent criticisms. 
A letter dated in Chicago and signed by Mrs. 
Hs: Kahn will say in part: 

“ Dr. Adoiph Danziger, Editor: Since your 
critics take the liberty of denying in toto 
your articie in the Israelite, let us presume 
they know what they ere talking about. 
Your critics are the foremost representa- 
tives of Judaism in Chicago and therefore 
should be able to give the names and ad- 
dresses of six or less young Jewish women 
who have given their time to the poor more 
than a passing stranger woud without in- 
convenience to himee!lf. | 

‘“‘Ie there a daughter of Judah in this city 
who dares to put herself on the same foot- 
ing with a Jane Addams? If so, why have 
we not heard from her ere this? 

‘*I do not believe Dr. Danziger was piaying 
politics in writing the article in the Israelite. 
If he had that object in view he would also 
have written to THe TRIBUNE and other pa- 
pers. He wrote in a paper Intended only to 
reach the Jewish home. Does Dr. Danziger 


tell the truth? Do the girls of Judah iook to 


the money end and do they p.ay cards? Why 
ask such nonsense? Your writer cam find a 
thousand card players, poker in particular, 
among the daughters of Judaism, and not 
one solitary individual who can stand the 
genuine test of charity indiscriminately. 

“If there be such among us why not give 
us the opportunity of blessing her?’’ 

In reply Dr. Danziger declares that he has 
no information that the Jewish women play 
cards, then adds: a 

“ Pleasant as Mrs. Kahn's defense is of 
our purpose, we must beg—and beg earnestly 
"not to bother about us, Our desire is to 
see the Sisterhood of Mercy organized, and 
on this subject we ask your earnest thought 
and expression.”’

POINT AT PEORIA CONVENTION. 


Test Vote Indicates the Adoption of an 
Entire New Constitution, Substitat- 
ing County for Congressional Dis- 
trict Organization—Head of the Illi- 
nois Union Seems to Be Certain of 
Re-election—Debate Proves to Be 
Warmest of State Convention. 


Peoria, Ill., Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—President 
Marie C. Brehm of the Illinois Women’s 
Christian Temperance union won a signa) 
victory today, and indications are that she 
will not only be re@lected, but will secure the 
stion of the entire new constitution as 
championed by her. 

The test came late in the afternoon, when 
the first formal ballot was taken on the third 
article of the new constitution. The article 
provides for the substitution of the county 
organization plan for the congressional dis- 
trict. 

Immediately after the reading of the sec- 
tiem a motion was made by Mrs. Chamber- 
lain of the First district calling for the 
substitution of the words “ district presi- 
dents inclusive with county presidents and 
other officers who should constitute the ex- 
ecutive committee. 


Lively Debate Precipitated. 

This precipitated a debate in which fully 
two-thirds of the delegates to the conven- 
tion participated. Barly in the debate it ap- 
peared that the convention was equally 
divided, but finally the administration won 
over many delegates who were previously 
hostile to the new plans. | 

Mrs. Luella F. McWhorter of Indianapolis, 
Ind.,who has gained much success asa leader 
{nm the union, explained the county plan, and 
her speech seemed to exercise a marked in- 
fluence.

Following her ad- 
dress the vote on the adoption of the amend- 
ment Wastaken. It resulted as follows: For, 
133; against, 88. 

Then a number of motions were put by 
members of the minority ,but were quickly 
voted down, and at 5:50 o’clock an adjourn- 
ment was taken until tomorrow morning. 

During the debate, after the test vote was 
taken, it was noted that the old constitution 
did not state the majority necessary to adopt 
an amendment to the constitution. The 
chair ruled that a two-thirds vote was un- 
necessary, which without doubt assures the 
afoption of the entire constitution as cham- 
pioned by Miss Brehm.

BUDDHISTS ASKAMERICANS 
TO SAVE CEYLON SHRINE. 


British Government Accused of Intent 
to Destroy Place Sacred for Two 
Thousand Two Hundred Years. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 26.—Anagarika H. 
Dharmapala, Buddhist representative in 
America, who has just arrived here from 
Ceylon en route to London, has addressed an 
appeal to the American people for moral sup- 
port in saving ancient Buddhist shrines from 
desecration. He says: 

**T have been officially informed of the out- 
rageous action of the British officials in the 
island of Ceylon in threatening to desecrate 
the ancient shrines in the sacred city of 
Anurajahpwra, which is to the Buddhists as 
great as Mecca to the Mohammedans or 
Jerusalem to the Christians. 


Historic for 2,200 Years. 

“For 2,200 years this historic city, which, 
on account of its hallowed associations, has 
received the homage of 500,000,000 of Budd- 
hists of China, Japan, Siam, Gambddia, Bur- 
ma, India, Tibet, etc., ie now threatened 
with the destruction of its shrines at the 
hands of the despotic British officials, who, 
in their madness, wish té bring about a ca- 
| astrophe which wil) result in a religious 
eonvuision throughout the entire Buddhist 
world, all over Asia. neue 

“I have addressed a communication to 

h Chamberlain, the secretary of state 

r the colonies, on the subject, and I make 
} this appeal to the American people for their 
moral support for the suppression of this 
atrocious act of vandalic diabolism.” 


Singhalese Not Savages. 

The letter to Joseph Chamberiain referred 
to states that the Buddhists of Ceylon are 
greatly distressed at the high hamdied course 
of British officials in the city of Anuradha- 
pura. It says: 

“ The Singhalese had never been savages 
and they have loved and do love religion 
more than gold The British, when they 
were called upon by the Singhalese chiefs to 
administer the government of the Kandyan 
provinces, pledged to protect the religion of 
the Buddhist.”’ 

The sacred character of the threatened 
city is pointed out, and the letter concludes 
as follows: 

* Buddhists are not fanatics, neither are 
they savages; but it is hoped that the Brit- 
ish government will instruct its subordinate 
officials to Ceylon not to create unrest in 
| the minds of millions of Buddhists, for their 
religion is sacred, and any attempt on the 
part of the British officials to desecrate the 
shrines will be resented by the Buddhists of 
the world.” 


FUNSTON SAYS ANTI-CANTEEN 
LAW DOUBLES CRIME IN ARMY. 


Brigadier General Blames Increase in 
Drunkenness and Desertion to Abo- 
lition of Post Saloons. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston declares the 
abolition of the canteen in the ermy is the 
principal cause of the huge increase in crime 
and desertion during the last year. In his 
annual report for the department of the Colo- 
rado he declares the percentage of trials by 
courts martial of enlisted men has nearly 
doubled during the last year. He says: 

“It is plain that there has been a deplora- 
ble increase of offenses in general and of 
desertion in particular. In my opinion there 
are two principal causes for this state of af- 
faing: First, resentment of unaccustomed 
limitations and restrictions felt by men re- 
turning from field service to the monotony 
and routine work of garrisonjife; second, the 
abolition of the canteen fe 
exchange. 

Saloons Cause Much Trouble. 

** Since this action was taken saloons of the 
lowest type have been established just out- 


tions, their proprietors, in almost every case, 
unprincipled scoundrels who leave nothing 
undone to debauch the soldiers and obtain 
their money. Being in all cases outside the 
limits of any city the proprietors of these 
resorts are subject to no municipal police 
regulations, and sell liquor regardless of 
hours and whether the buyer is already intox- 
icated or not. Gambling is universal in these 
‘ dives.’ 

“The soldier whose desire’ for a drink 
would ordinarily be satisfied with a few 
glasses of beer in the canteen of the post 
exchange goes to one of these resorts and 
does well if he escapes before he has spent 
or gambled away all his money, overstaid 
his leave, or engaged in an altercation. 

“There can -be no reasotable doubt that 
most of the trials by general courts martial 
andsummary courts are directly traceable to 
this cause. Since I have had command here 
there has taken place the ruin and degrada- 
tion of several noncommissioned officers of 
long service and fine record. 


: Result of Congress’ Act. 

“In short,- the recent législation by con- 
gress on this question,.so far as this depart- 
ment is concerned, has had no effect except 
to lower the discipline of the army, ruin 
scores of good soldiers, and fill the pockets 
of a lot of saloonkeepers and gamblers.”’

DOG TES"S JOSTICH'S WIP 


DECLINES TO CHOOSE BETWEEN 
RIVAL WOMEN CLAIMANTS. 


Court Attempts to Prove Ownership 
Through Animal's Instinct, Which 
Proves an Inglorious Failure—Bar- . 
ber Is Summoned and His Expert 
Opinion That the Pet Recently Had 
Been Clipped Supports One of the 
Litigants and Settles Title. — 


Reason rose over instinct in the court of 
Justics R. M. Jandug esterday, and man 
directed the disposition fof a Iittle dog that 
was claimed by two women.

Mrs. Devins, however, does not believe the 
court knows anything about dogs, and so 
after the anima! had been taken to the Blase 
residence she secured a writ of replevin to 
recover it. Last evening the dog slept in 
the coal bin at the house of Constable Michael 
Doran, and there it will remain until Justice 
P. H. Duggan passes on the judgment of his 
fellow jurist as to Its ownership. 


Dog Dumb to Calls. 

Wh6n the case was called yesterday Justice 
Jandus placed the women about the room and 
directed them to call the name of the dog, 
which was let loose.in the middle of the 
chamber. 

“The dog will r both the name } 
with which it is most familiar and the voice 
it knows best,”’ said the justice, and the court 
attachés looked upon him as a Solomon.

“Jipr’ “Fido!” calle? two voices simul- 
taneously, and two women bent forward 
anxious to attract the dog’s attention. 

There was absolute silence in the room, 
which seemed to affect the dog, and after 
looking at the women and the court in turn, 
it lay down on the floor and went to sleep. 

“ Looks like a draw,” suggested the clerk.

NEGROES HIT WHITES OF SOUTH. 


Indiana Conference of A. M. E. Church 
Blames Aristocrats for Lynching 
and Claims Blood Kinship. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 26.—[Special. }— 
The Indiana conference of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church received the 
report of the committee on “ the state of 
the country ’”’ today. The report dealt with 
the condition of the negroin the south. As 
to lynchings the report said: 

“The men who fail to condemn these 

Iynchings and clamor about what has been 
done in the Philippines are indeed negliect- 
ing the beam in their own eye while taunt- 
ing their brother about the mote in his. 
Lynching grows out of the old idea orig- 
inating in the south during slavery that 
a negro has no rights a white man is bound 
to respect. 
“These southern aristocrats believe that 
they are of the purest strain of Caucasian 
or white blood and that they are superior 
to all other races of the human family. They 
believe that they are the lords of creation 
and should rule, and that the preper place 
for the colored people is that of slavery. 
They claim that the war was the triumph 
of fanaticism over right, and yet if the 
question was submitted to them today, slav- 
ery or no slavery, they would say ‘no.’ 
They are usually gentlemanly and mani- 
fest much dignity, yet many of them are 
reduced to poverty. 

“The Bourbon blood is mixed with the 
black blood. Many of the slaves were the 
sons and daughters of the masters. Yet 
they say the negro sprang from ape or kan- 
garoo and hence has velvet hair. 

“The colored people never inaugurate a 
strike or assassinate a president of the 
United States. Let none accuse the race, 
therefore, of mental or moral imbecility. 
All the American negro wants is fair play 
and to be let alone. Let him work and let 
him vote without molestation. If you see 
him on his way to congress, let him alone, 
for if he can stand congress, congress can 
stand him.”

STOCK PRICES MOVE UP 


WALL STREET MARKET FIRM, DE- 
SPITE HIGH MONEY. 


Call Rates Excessive and Banks Prac- 
tically Refuse to Make Loans, but 
Covering by Shorts and Expectation 
of Favorable Bank Statement Re- 
sult in Advancing Tendency—Shaw’s 
New Offer Expected to Have Only 
Sentimental Effect. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—[Speciai.]—Al- 
though the money market was close all day 
and the preliminary figures showing the 
results of the known movements of money 
indicated a further substantial loss in cash 
by the banks, the securities markets dis- 
played firmness, and material advances in 
prices were established. 

The banks were practicaNy out of the 
money market, and borrowers were com- 
pelled to resort to outside lenders. The re- 
sult was a ruling rate for call accommoda- 
tions of 12 per cent, and the last loan was 
made at thatfigure. Up to within a few min- 
utes of the close of business on the stock 
exchange the rate from early afternoon was 
The.extreme low figure, 8 per 
cent, was nominal. 

Banks charged for renewals on standing 
call loans 12tol4percent. One ortwo of the 
larger banks called loans extensively. Trans- 
actions in time funds, which were in almost 
every case made by independent lenders, 
were at 6 per cent, and a commission for 
periods of ninety days. 

The upward tendency of security prices 
was attributed in part to the covering of 
pghorts on the general expectation in the 
street thgt a sufficient contraction in loans 
and deposits has taken place to effect the 


loss In cash.

GRAND JURY IN ST. LOUIS

Payment of $47,500 on Day Lighting 
Bill Was Passed Must Be Explained 
—Holders of Paper Not Found. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 26.—Developments in 
the ** boodle "’ investigation were sensational 
today, subpoenas having been issued at the 
instance of Circuit Attorney Folk, command- 
ing Broker James Campbell and William 
Reed, his cashier, to appear in court and 
bring two checks, aggregating $47.500, dated: 
Nov. 28, 1899, and payable to Ed Butler, a 
prominent local politician, and explain the 
purpose for which the checks were drawn. 

It was found on investigation by the grand 
jury that both checks had been cashed and 
returned to Broker Campbell. The date of 
these checks was the same as the day on 
which the ten year lighting bill passed the 
house of delegates, for which nineteen Mem- 
bers are said to have received each $2,500 for 
their votes. 

Up to a late hour deputy sheriffs were un- 
abie to serve the subpeenas. At Broker 
Campbell's office it was stated that Reed had 
not been there since yesterday and that his 
employer was somewhere in the east. 

Another session of the grand jury was heid 
today, several witnesses beirg examined. To- 
morrow, the last session before the final 
meeting and report on Monday, will be held. 
An additional effort to secure the release on 
writs of habeas corpus of the four former 
members of the house of delegates, who are 
now in jail awaiting trial on charges of bri- 
bery and perjury, failed. Judge Vaillant of 
the Supreme court, before whom this petition 
was taken, denied the application, vsatialcraed 
‘he had no ‘juri diction. 


ALBERT M. DAY IS TO RETIRE. 


New York Membership to Be Trans- 
ferred to Charles Counselman and 
He Will Go Abroad. 


The posting of Albert M. Day’s member- 
ehip on the New York stock exchange for 
transfer to Charles Counselman, his partner, 
is explained by the announcement that Mr. 
Day is arranging to retire from the firm of 
Counselman & Day on Nov. 1. He willleave 
for Europe shortly afterward and will re- 
main abroad for an indefinite period. 

Mr. Day’s retirement from the firm has no 
significance other than that he wishes to be 
relieved of the cares of active business. He 
has acquired a competence, and, having ar- 
rived at an age when he believes he is en- 
titled to a rest, he proposes to devote the 
remaining years of his life to less exacting 
pursuits than those connected with the brok- 
erage business. 

The business of the firm of Counselman 
& Day will be continued by the remaining 
partners. These are Charles Counselman, 
Harry Sturtevant, and C, J. Smith.

GAS CASE IN SUPREME COURT. 


Chicago’s Dispute Over Duration of 
Street Car Franchises Also Filed 
in Federal Tribunal. 


Washington, D. C., ‘Sept. 26.—Three cases 
raising public questions in Chicago wére 
filed in the United States Supreme court 
today. One cf them involves the validity of 
a city ordinance of the municipality of Chi- 
cago fixing the price of illuminating gas at 
75 cents, and is brought by the People’s Gas- 
light company, and the two others are con- 
troversies between W. L. Elkins of Pennsy!- 
vania and the eity of Chicago and the street 
car companies of the city concerning the 
duration of the franchises of the company.

REVIEW OF TRADE WERK. 


DUN’S AND BRADSTREET’S RE- 
PORTS ARE CHEERFUL. 


Industrial and Commercial Activity 
Continues Unabated, Despite Dis- 
arranged Money Market, Scarcity of 
Fuel, and Some Damage to Crops— 
Iron and Steel Industries Handi- 
capped to Some Extent by Coal 
Strike—General Outlook Is Good. 


New York, Sept. 26.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

* Notwithstanding the disarranged money 
market, almost a fuel famine, and some 
damage to crops, industrial and commercial 
activity continues unabated, and the mag- 
nitude of plans for the future indicates that 
the confidence has not been shaken. Scarcity 
of funds have thus far caused no hardship 
except to speculators, and the stringency 
will remedy itself by contracting loans on 
Stock exchange collateral, together with 
such aid as may be offered by the treasury, 
which is partly responsible through ab- 
eorption of funds. Injury to crops by frost 
has no more than offset the inereased 
acreage, while high prices fully co nsate 
producers. 

“It is not a time for pessimism, although 
securities have declined sharply. Railway 
earnings for September thus far exceed last 
year’s by 6.8 per cent, and those of 1900 by 
16.5 per cent. Pressure in the iron and steel 
industry has been alleviated by larger re- 
ceipts of coke and liberal imports of pig 
iron, yet the outlook is by no means devoid 
of unfavorable features, 


Effect of Fuel Scarcity. 

**No fuel famine exists, although the fur- 
naces are consuming receipts of coke as they 
arrive and it is impossible to provide for 
more than immediate needs. Some idle 
plants have resumed and now operate from 
day to day, with the constant menace of an 
interrupted movement of fuel, which would 
suspend operations. At the west this factor 
is most serious, coke commanding $10 a ton 
or more, while in exceptional cases $13 has 
been paid. 

** Owing to the numerous influences now in 
evidence there is less disposition to place 
large contracts for distant delivery of pig 
iron, and sales are chiefly of smali lots. 
Fordgn iron is freely received, and other 
consignments are under consideration. More 
steel rail orders have been placed abroad. 
Needs for structural shapes are increasing,» 
much work being held back by slow ship- 
nfents, and orders are reported for delivery 
nearly two years hence. 

“In an effort to provide adequate trans- 
portation facilities the railways are pur- 
chasing liberally of rolling stock and other 
equipment, and great improvements in ter- 
minal methods are planned. 


Leather and Cotton Outlook. 

“A further slight advance in footwear 
quotations indicates that the healthy de- 
mand has made it possible for manufacturers 
to secure compensation for the recent sharp 
rise in materials. Country hides show the 
principal declines of the week, but even for- 
eign dry hides are easier. 

“ Although cotton goods are firmly held, 
the market is quiet, as buyers are content 
to take only such quantities as are needed 
for immediate distribution. The situation 
is not satisfactory for producers, owing to 
| the high price of raw materials, but the at- 
titude of purchasers of goods indicates that 
they do not consider the present position of 
raw cotton one that can be sustained. 

“Tt is too early for supplementary orders

** Western jobbing trade reports are almost 
surprisingly good, despite the advanced stage 
of the season and the activity previously 
noted.

Business Good in East. 
“At the east business is reported good in 
nearly all branehes of the New York dry 


The strength of cotton goods, based largely 
on the position of the raw material, is nota- 
ble. Woolen goods are in an excellent posi- 
tion. Mills are busy.on men’s wear goods 
and large orders for spring have been booked. 
In women’s wear fancy fabrics are in especial 
favor. Eastern shoe manufacturers note a 
fair volume of orders, enough to keep leather 
firm, though some sales have been made be- 
low recent prices. Tight money is credited 
with some effect in checking the upward 
march of leather owing to the small margin 
of profit in the business generally. 


Iron and Steel Demand Heavy. 

‘‘Among the industrials the feature of 
transcendent interest is still the enormous 
demand, greatly in excess of the supply, for 
iron and steel im its cruder forms. The 
scarcity of coke is as marked as ever, and 
a number of furnaces are now shut down 
with ensuing great loss to operators, who 
are unable to take advantage of the present 
enormous demand. Buying of foreign iron 
and steel is liberal despite advices from the 
central west that consumers find difficulty in 
utilizing some of that already imported. 

‘‘ Bessemer pig and steel billet sales are 
larger at Pittsburg than for some time. 
Sales for future delivery are readily made 
at from $21.50 ‘to $22.00, and for steel billets 
at $31.00 to $32.00. There is still a marked 
scarcity of steel plates, and a premium of 
$5.00 a ton is noted for quick delivery. 
Structura!] steel producers are crowded with 
orders and the unprecedented announcement 
is made that some orders for bridge material 
have been secured for delivery in 1904. 

Some finished products are much weaker, 
tinplates being cut and wire and nalls shaded. 
Some large orders for rails in this country 
and Canada have been placed with German 
and Enelish manufacturers because of the 
inability of American mills to accept the 
business. Foreign coal, iron, and steel have 
advanced as the result of American demand 
or inquiry, but the feeling grows that with 
better coke supplies the foreign product will 
find it lees easier to enter into competition 
with American iron and steel. Hardware 
continues in unabated activity at nearly all 
points. Among the other metals tin and 
copper note weakness in prices.

FRENCH SATIRICAL BOOK

Prejudice of a foolish and angry sort shows 
itself continually. Miss Corelli cannot refer 
to the contemporary time, to the Catholic 
church, to advanced women, or to the press 


without losing her temper. There is an ab- 


surd rancor in her constant attacks upon 
these subjects. She has many theortes, 


passionately advanced. Some of these are 
humane and noble. Some are childish. All 


seem ill assimilated. The ideas expressed 
about them seem like the shadow rather 
than the substance of thought. 

One of the most interesting theories is that 
the populace remains true at heart and sen- 
timenta]l to the core; and that a crown prince, 


even of a conservative country, Would be sus- 


tained in his marriage with a woman he 
loved, however humble:'in birth. This is 
apropos of a recent episode in England, in 
which royalty did not see fit to assert its 
independe’ice or to invite the sanction of the 
public to a marriage of a prince of the royal 
blood and a woman who had shared his 
domicile and borne his children. 

To quote from the book, the king says, 
speaking to his socialistic friends in the hour 
of his unmasking: 


‘‘' You will remember on being asked of my 
origin and country, I answered that D was a 
slave. I spoke truly! There is no greater 
slave in all the length and breadth of the 
world than a king! Bound by the chains of 
convention and custom, he is coerced more 
violently than any prisoner—his lightest word 
ig misunderstood, his smallest action is mis- 
construed, his looks are made the subject of 
comment, and whether he walks or stands, 
sits to give wearisome audience, or lies down 
to forget his sorrows in sleep, he should as- 
suredly be an object of the deepest pity and 
consideration, instead of being as he often is, 
a target for the arrows of slander, a pivot 
round which to move the wheel of social evil 
and misrule! The name of freedom sounds 
sweet in your ears, my friends—how sweet it 
is, how dearitis, weallknow. Youareready 
to fight for it—to die for it. Then remember, 
all of you, that it is a glory utterly unknown 
to aking. Were he to take sword in hand and 
do battle for it unto the death, he could never 
obtain it; he might win it for his country, but 
never for himself. Nothing so glorious as 
liberty, you cry. True. But kings are 
prisoners from the moment they ascend 
thrones.” 


The best that the book contains is involved 
in this idea. 

I had never before read a book written 
by Miss Corelli, and I expected to be inter- 
ested. For one thing, I respected her 
joquacity. The mere mass of her literary 
product was imposing. Besides, it seldom 
happens that the public likes a writer with- 
out good cause. Where literary style is 
missing, some sweet homeliness, some friend- 
ly familiarity, or honest good will makes a 
book welcome—and these things desenve re- 
spect. Literature, like the other arts, may 
be a luxury, but the qualities just men- 
tioned come under the head of necensities. 
But I have found none of this loveliness in 
Miss Corelli's book. It is argumentative, 
prejudiced, superficial, and cheap. It deals 
with great subjects in a puerile way. It 
makes its appeal tc an undiscriminating gal- 
lery—not to the lady like group in the parquet, 
to whom Mrs. Wilson plays; nor to the hum- 
ble pietists to whom Mr. Hocking makes 
his appeal; nor the innumerable company 
with pocket handkerchiefs, who sob with 
Dr. Watson. It is the people who accept 
without question the artificial, the tawdry, 
and the melodramatic who are appeaied to 
by this popular author—an author who seems 
not kind, nor just, nor self-contained, nor 
the possessor of good taste. And who is, 
of course, as a literary artist, outside the 
pale of criticism.
